Invented by the Prince of
Wales and Now AIf
the Rage
England.

ONDON, Bept. 19.—It Is not often
that the Prince of Welea originates
& new fashion !n men's clothes, but
this time he has prodoced a decided lono-
wvation by the introdumction of a hat, the
llke of which waa never seen beforse. The
new kat Is cnlled the Murienbad hat, It
was Iovented by the Frince of Wales at
Mnrieabad, a watering place In Germany.
] Whean the Prince o Wales first appeared
at Marlsnbad, two or three weeks ago,
wearing this extranordinary hat, visitors to
the plaoce were amazed, because the hat 1s
ornamented in a way viterly unknown hith-
erto to English-speaking people. Tha hat
itself is made of soft felt, having a broad
‘rim, turned up round the edge, and It Is
creased down the centre. To all Intents
and purposes It Is liks the ordinary Alpine
bat worn by young. men and women In all
parts of tha United Btates.
The amazing thing about this hat which
' distinguishes it from ‘any other hat kmown
to histery I1s the faot that what looks like
" a paint brush sticks op from the back of
the hat over the crowm. Hitherto, when
geotlemen of an inventive turn of mind
have attempted to start & new fashion in
the omamentation of hats, they have
affixed the decorstion to the side or front
The German Emperor Is ons of this kind,
and he 1s frequently to be seen In the
oountry wearing 4 soft hat with a cock's
feather sticking up from the bow on the
Jeft-hand alde,

The Count of Turln tried to invent a hat
some. time ago by sticking the feather In
the front. The Prince of Wales has worn
nemerous hats with feathers, bits of rib-
bon and varlous emblematio devices on the

As yet, bowever, the Marlenbad hat Js
confined in England to the leaders of fash-
lon. The hat is gqulte expencive, selling
with a genuine chamols tall for $45.50 st
the lowest, and $10 at the highest. Down
&t Bournemouth the other duy a gentle
man wearlng one of these hats sttracted
no lttles attention durlng the aftsrnoon
promenade. The majority of the people
supposed that the man was Indnlging gome
odd fancy, but those who were well In-
formed recognized the Marlenbad hat from
the descriptions which have come from the
Oontinent, where fashionable tourlats In
large numbers pre lmituting the Prince of
Wales.

The news from Marienhad with regned
to this hat !s of A very lnterssting char
acter. It sppears that the Prince of Walea
wns so tick!ed by the success of his new
vanture that he ordeéred hnlf a dozmen of
these hats made {n varlous shades. Thae
one which I saw worn by Prings Alsxander
of Teck was of heary rongh felt, dark
Ereen In color. Among the flrst hulf dozen
made for the Prince of Wales were thres
of varionhs shades of dark green, with a
still darker band and three of a port of
brick red.

No sooner bad the six new hnts reached
the Prince of Wales than he ordersd four
mors, Latar on he had two additional hats
made, the latest being of brown. Alto-
gether the Prince of Wales had thirteen
of thess hats made at Marlenbad. Bome
of these hs distributed ss presents among
his frisnds,

Moming, noon and night, whils the Prince
of Wales remained at Marienbad, he wore
the new hat, which ls llkely to confer s
celebrity npon this remots watering place
which it never attalned before. As worn
In Bugland now, the Marienbad hat la sult-
able for all gorts of occaslons. It can ba
worn for bleycling, shooting on the moors,
deer stalking, walking on the ssa bench, In
the hunting feld and at A fashlonable opan.
alr concert, It hos even been sesn with
evening dress. Tta popularity is so great
that It |s not confined to men alone.

The new fashfons In women's hats for
Fall and Winter weer supply varlons forms
of the Marfenbad hat for bleyeling and
other outdoor purposes. Just at present
the hat manufacturers are turning out the
hew creation of the Prince of Wales In
great quantities, The Marlenbad hat has
besn worn in the Highlands snd at the
sea coast and at nll the fashlonable water.
ing places on the continent. Tt must be
eonfessad, however, that the rare taste and
8kill of ths Parlslans have brought Into
existence o kind of Marfenbad hat much
prettier than that Invented by the Prince
of Wales, who apparently never dreamt
that he wanas creating a mew fashlon for
women., Jn the shops of the fashlonable
Parlslan millinery very dalnty llttle hats
of this kind, especlally suited for bloyeling,
are nOW to be peen. Many of these have
been purchnsed by New Yorkers. Bpecl-

mens of the Marienbad hat have been gent
to Lenax aud the Berkshire Hilla, and It Is
expectéd to be a featurs of the Fall fash-
lons in Amerlen M.

ALL CRIPPLES,
6,000 OF THEM

By Round-Up of the
Maimed and Limbless

to Try to Improve:
Their Condition.

HH cripples of the Unlted Stntes are
I golng on & blg round-up and
conventlon at St. Louls on BSep-
tember 80. This will be & very Im-
portant event for the maimed and
limblesa part of our population. They
are a numerous body, thanks to modern
machinery, which Is golng on day by day
permanently injuring vseful lives. As many
a= 6,000 eripples will nttend the convention
of the Amerloan Brotharhood of Oripples,
und the bBesslon will continue an entire
weel.

This unique organization owes its origin
to the efforts of Willlam R. Trower, a
crossing watchman for the Iron Mountain
Rallway.: In his little shanty at Steln
street, 8t. Louls, he thought out a scheme
by which eripples all over the ocountry
may be of assistance to each other In
their up-hill struggle for existence.

Mr. Trower knows the needs of cripples
from experlence. He himself Is a eripple.
On August 20, 1886, he caught his foot In a
frog in the Iron Mountain yards and three
car loads of steel ran over it. Hs under-
went & second amputation In 1860,

Trower has filled every position in the
transportation department of the rallroad
from section hand to passenger conductor,
yet on goeount of his crippled condition he
Is now able to earn only $40 a month,

He 1s an intelligent, warm-hesarted man,
and talks freely of the condition of erip-
ples. He snld:

“ figured It nll out sitting right here In
my Httle shanty. I thought of the thou-
sends of poor fellows like myself who are
suffering the efects of mn accident. It
struck me ths cripple was not gettlng a
fair show, and that If an opportunity were
nfforded bim he could changs conditions so
that he would be greatly benefited.

“I belléve that In the ‘matter of artificial
lmby nlone there was much room for im-
provement, and that If the cripples, the
surgeons and the lmb makers could be got
together In conference an lmprovement
would result.

4] Interested Willlam Niebahr, a wealthy
eornlce manufacturer, in my pian, and he
15 asgisting us financially. We effected &
teniporary organleation, with myself as
president; A. G. C. Blck, secretary, and
Willlam R, Mellls, asslstant secrotary, We
sent out clretlnrs to all parts of the coun-
try, and have recelved a number of flatter
Ing letters, among them one from Presldent
MoKinley, through hils secretary.

“Surgeons everywhere ure deeply Inter
ested. Dr. W. B. Outten, of the Missourl
Paclfic Hosplital, tells me thers will be 500
American surgeons st the convention, and
at lenst twenty others from Europe.

“One great object Is to make the publle
think; to make It realize that the cripples
A8 & olnss mre not recognized. We want to
bring home to peopls what the cripple suf-
fers, and make them realisgs. that they are
llable to be reduced to the same condi-
tion. We do not want charity, but consid-
eratlon. Then, too, we want to educate the
eripples. Most men when they are hurt do
not know what to do to relleve themselves.
Under the present system a man goes to a
doctor who recommends him to some arm
or leg mnker, malnly becanse the maker
pays the doctor a sommission of 00 or 80
per cent if he makes a sale, It !s wrong
for the doctor to take this commission, It
should go to the cripple. That Is one of
the things thnt makes am artificlal Hmb
cost §1u0. It could be scld much cheaper
but for the doctor's commission. We hope
to do something to lower the prices of crip-
ples’ appliances.

IN 7 TEARS

The Depforable and In-
human Record of Fort
Gaines, Ga,, ab Last
Broken.

OR the first time In seven years has a
F marringe taken place at Fort Galnes,
Georela.

The conrtship of Miss Pearl Brown by Mr.
Joseph Oulpepper was & delight tempered
with anxiety to the entire population of
Fort Gaines. The announcement of the en-
gagement was f public joy. The wedding,
whilch took place lost Tuesday, was the oo-
easlon of a celebration which will never be
forgotten In Fort Galnea. At thla moment
Mr. and Mrs. Culpepper are qulte the most
popular citizens of the town, and thelr ex-
emple 18 held up to the other young people
by press and pulplt 8s one which s not only
‘worthy of emulatlon, but ome which the
publle good demands shonld be followed.

Fort Goines !a a typleal old SBouth Georgla
town of 2,600 people. It stands on the high
bluff of the Chattehoochee River, and for
more than half a century has looked down
in slecpy contsnt upon the rushing, muddy
stream, The town was once widely known
28 a “wlde-open,"” easy-golng place, and as
the scene of many famous cock fghts,
From fits situation on the border line of
Georgia and Alnbame, It was & convenlent
rondezvous for lovers of this sport {n both
States, and in the old days batties in the pit
were lknown whers much money changed
hands snd more blood was spilled than was

drnwn by the steel weapmn of the game

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cocks. It was then one of the most flourish-
Ing towns on the river, a favorite trading
place for farmers on both sldes of the Ohat-
tahoochee, and a cotton market of no mean
{mportance. In late years, however, I8
glocy has been somewhat dimmed, its tradeé
legsened and the population has steadlly de-
creasei.

Moral reform swept over the town. There
were no more cock fights in the Town
Hall and prohibition closed the doors of
the gin shops. This, however, falled to
stay the tide of adversity, and, most ca-
famitous of all calamities, the young people
refused to “‘get together,” as'it Is Jocally
expressed. Thers was no marrying or gly-
Ing It marviage. The Iast weiding Dbe-
came a tradition,

At thls moment the cry of a mother's
“first joy" eannot be heard within the
town llmits, With the notable exceptlon
of last week there Is not a biride In Fort
Gulines of fewer than #even years' stand-
Ing!

This remarkable state of affalrs was not
allowed to become a fact without some
protest on the part of those who are al-
ways supposed to hnve the welfare of a

town most at heart. Older hends .

it over thelr stlck whittiing, perents
vised, preachers dellvered weekly exhor-
tations from the three pulpits, and the
weekly paper contained many a ringing
protest. “Youong people, get married,"” was
even the leader when nothing of Gtate er
natlonnl  Interest sbsorbed the editor's
mind.

In times of great public need Ilike these
1t seems remnrkable that & benefnctor
should beve heéen so long appearing. But
times are productive of the man, and, In
this cage, of the woman, too.
